Applicant used the status identifiers (as amended) for claim 1. Additionally, claim has 
been presented with a series of lines throughout the claim. See attachment. It is unclear if 
applicant is amending the claim or merely stating a previously presented claim. Clarity is 
requested. If applicant's intention is to amend the claim then it is suggested that applicant use 
the status identifier, (currently amended) for claim 1 . The claim must include markings to 
indicate the change. If applicant's intention is to present a.claim previously presented, then the 
status identifier should read (previously presented) for claim 1. The claim should be stated 
including the change previously made. 

Although applicant has generally alleged that the claims define a patentable invention 
without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims distinguishes them from the 
references. Applicant must clearly point out the patentable novelty, which he or she thinks the 
claims present in view of the state of art disclosed by reference cited or objections made. See

Claim 2: (withdrawn without prejudice) The curtain rod and shade assembly of claim 
1, further comprising a multiplicity of screw holes and screws of such length sufficient to 
enable passage through the sheet rock and into the studs. 

Claim 3: (unchanged) The curtain rod and shade assembly of claim 1, wherein the 
windowed device further comprises molding, and the adhesive material further comprises 
foamed material such that upon installation the foamed material conforms with the molding for 
a tight fit assembly. 
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
